In Luke 10; 25-87, we mad the parable of the 
Good Samaritan, "On one accasion an expert in the 
lave stood up to test Jesus. "Teacher; he asked, what mus do to inherit eternal 
life" “What is written in the Law?" he replied. ‘How da you read it?" He 
answered, ‘Lave the Lard your God with all your heart and wit al your soul 
dnd with al your strength and with all your mind's an, ‘Love your neighbor 
as yourself You have answered correctly" Jesus replied. ‘Do this and you 
will ive’ But he wanted ta justify himself s0 he asked Jesus, ‘And wha is my 
neighbor?" In reply Jesus said: A man was going down from Jerusalem 10 
Jericho, when he was attacked by robkers. They stripped him af his lathes, 
beat him and went away, leaving him half dead. A priest happened to be going 
dwn the same road, and when he saw the man, he passed by on the other 
side. So too, « Levit, when he came tothe place and when he saw the man, 
he passed by on the other side. But a Samaritan, as he traveled, came where 
the man was; and when ke saw him, he took pity on him. He went to him and 
bandaged his wounds, pouring om oil and wine. Then he put the man on his 
‘wn donkey, brought him to an inn and took care of him, The nex day he took 
fut two denarit and gave them to the innkeeper. ‘Look after him," he said, 
“and when I return, J will rburse you for any extra expense You may have 
Which ofthese three do you thnk was a neighbor tthe man who fll nto the 
hands of robbers?" The expert inthe law replied, “The one who had mercy on 
him.” Jesus tld him, “GO AND DO LIKEWISE.” 
In this parable, Jesus clearly demonstrates the following 
4, Love requires more than the knowledge af God's word. The expert in 
the la, the Priest and the Levite all knew the word of God, but they all

held at the Armenian Evangelical Church of New

and Karabagh, the Concert was held on May 1 and featured a 
Varled program af classical and Armenian muse 

‘AMAA Board member Peter Kougasian, Esq, gave the 
pening remarks. Lucy Janjigian, Board member and Natlonal 
Chair of the AMAA Summer Camp and Christmas Committ 
brought greetings. Levon Filian, Executive Director of the 
AMAA, welcomed everyone and thanked the Armenian 
Evangelical Church of New York for hosting the event 

The young performers included Natalie Zabel Aroyan, an 
Anmenian-Australian soprano, who was awarded fist place in 
the Opera Foundation New York competition; violinist Nazig 
Tehakatlan, at international soloist who madeher Camogie Hall 
debut in May, 2008; violist leksand Naaryn,a graduate of the 
Julliard School of Music cellist Benjamin Larsen, an international 
Performer, and pianist Hayk Arsenyan, a native Armenian who is 
currently on the faculty af New York University’s Tisch School 
of the Art, 

The altemoon's program combined classical and Armenian 
repertoire, The Concert began with Dvorak’ Piano Quartet #1 
(opus 23 in D major). The piece proved tobe a perfect vehicle 10 
display the precision and artistic nuance ofthe ensemble. Next 
‘were two Chopin piano etudes: opus 10, number 6, a meditative 
pioce that has been deseribed as "fll of stifled sorrow 
10, umber 5, also called the "black key eude" 
hana partis played entirely om the black keys, Mr. Arseayan 
executed both etudes with teclnical excellence and artistic 
soulfulness. Ms. Aroyan displayed her vocal sits with moving 
interpretations of pieces by Massenet and Catalan. Me. Arsenyan 
then displayed his gift f interpretation for contemporary music 
by performing the modern, polyphonic "Suite fr Piano" by Alan 
Hovhaness 

The conclusion —and apotheosis af the program were three 
songs performed acapella by Ms, Aroyan: the familiar spiritual 
"Park Dank" (Give Thanks), the soulful "Groong" (Crane) by 
Komidas, and the loving "Ay Var” by Spendiaran, Ik would be 
Impossible to solect three songs which could so pefectly convey 
the viruosity of the soloist, the exceptional accoustis of the 
New York Church, or the spriualty af the performance. 

In closing, Summer Camp and Christmas Committee Chalr 
Ebi Baghulikian expressed the mood perfectly by saying that 
the Concert, like the clasing songs themselves, was "about our 
faith and giving thanks, and about us not knawing about our 
‘orld, and about our need to love each other. This really spoke 
about why we ae here today —reaching out ta each ather as good 
CCirisuians and as human beings.” Qh
